“The only thing 
will cut a diamond is a diamond 
itself, and all polishing must be done 
with diamond dust. In the cutting es- 
tablisiments this is done on flat 
wheels of soft tron as Dig as a dinner 
plat, ‘which are so moved by machinery 
that they go around at the date of 2.- 
90 revolutions a minute. These wheels 
are covered with a mixture of diamond 
dvst and water, and the prectous stones 
' fastened cement, are pressed upon 
the wheel ground off into ihe 
facets, which so increase their bril- 
liancy. The splitting of diamonds is 
done by other diamonds, which might 
be called diamond knives. The latter 
are fixed in cement, and are used to 
split the diamonds at the flaws which 
the stones frequently have. There are 
something like 10,000 men and women 
employed in the diamond cutting and 
polishing industry of Amsterdam, and 
they handle germs worth many millions 
of dollars every year. The greater 
part of the De Beers output is cut in 
Europe, and the center of the industry 
is Amsterdam. It is said that more 
than $8.000,000 is paid out in wages to 
the diamond workers of that city every 
year, and that there are something 
like sixty factories in which the cut- 
ting and polishing are done.” 

The Diamond Output Not Falling. 


I asked Mr. Wiiliamts whether we 
would ever have a diamond famine, 
saying that I had heard that the mines 
were playing out.

The total 
amount washeq and crushed last year 
was over five and one-half million 
loads, and that produced diamonds 
which realized about twenty-eight mil- 
lion dollars, 
ing the blue on the floors and in sight 
would last for over eleven years, and 
would produce considerably over three 
hundred million dollars’ worth of dia- 
monds.” 

“Have you yet reached a point in 
any of the pipes where the. diamonds 
have played out?” I asked. 

“No. The number and vaiue of the 
stones in the various pipes have not 
increased as we have gone down, but 
they hold their own. At the Kimberley 
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below the grass roots, and the blue 
ground there is about as rich itn dia- 
monds as it was all the way down: In 
the De Bee We are down 2,000 feet, 
and in the Kimberley and the De 
Beers they have been working almost 
constantly for thirty-six years. and it 
is believed that the mines hava still 
a long life before them. The Weagel- 
ton, Bulfontein and Dutolitspan have 
altogether an area about four and one- 
half times as large as the Kimberley 
and De Beers combined. and, although 
\an enormous amoynt of diamonds havea 
been taken from them, there are stil] 
| 50,000,000 loads of blue ground above 
ithe 500, 600 and 750-foot levels. There 
is no reason to think that the dia- 
monds may not go as far down in these

Inadeqaate Facilities, 

For years the country has known that 
we were hurrying to a period when our 
railroad system would break down from 
inability to handle tne traffic offered. 
We have seen volume of freight 
steadily gain on railroad facilities, and 
every man who cared to study the sub- 
ject would, by !902 or 1903. easily have 
seen that unless sume almost superhu- 
man effort came to the relief of the 
Situation by doubling our transportation 
facilities there would be a breakdown 
in the machinery of tne business world 
which would cost us many Dillions of 
dollars. Years ago I pointed this out 
time and again by statistics, which show- 
ed how much more rapidly the country 
Was growing than the railroads, and 
pointed to the fact tnat it would require 
$5 ,000,§00,000 to put our railroads in 
Shape to handle the traffic of the ¢aun- 
try expeditiously without considering the 
vast sums that ought to be spent to Keep 
railroads abreast of the country’s prog- 
ress. 

No particular knowledge of the future 
was needed for this. Any man who 
would have studied tne resources of the 
country, the rate of progress we were 
making and who had some acquaintance: 
ship with the world’s economic forces, 
could easily have seen the same thing. 
Despite these facts the country con- 
tinued to pursue its niggardly—policy to- 
ward river improvements. Many cen- 
ventions and many trade organizations 
petitioned the congress to asapend an 
average of $60,000,000 a year for this 
work, a beggarly sum compared with 
the $1,000,000,000 needed to be spent 
by railroads, but congress has never yet 
done so.

Better roads, better railroads and better waterways form the subject 


of an interesting and pointed discussion by Editor Richard H. Edmonds, of 
the Manufacturers’ Record, published in The Constitution today, in which 
he calis attention to the importance of fhe transportaion problem now 
confronting the country 

The nation has already had experience with the inadequacy of rail- 
road transportation facilities; it knows the unpreparedness of the railroads 
to cope with unusually large traffic movements. 

The public roads of the country and of the south particularly, are, as a 
Wa- 
terway improvements has, likewise, failed to keep pace with traffic demands. 

In these three great systems the vast transportation problem of the 
country is bound up. In its solution the improvement of one must keep 
pace with that of the other. 

Railroad improvement and extension lie with the great corporations 
which own and control these great traffic highways. 

The betterment of waterways is a duty of the national government to 
which it may be spurred by a growing and insistent public demand. It 
bas done much, but, as Mr. Edmonds shows, not half enough. 

Public road improvement, which is an essential] element in this im- 
portant problem, must come from the people in each individual community. 

If they wish to keep pace with ,progress, they must build good roads.

INDUSTRIES NEED TARIFF REVISION. 


The necessity of tariff revision to many of the leading and important in- 
dustries of the United States, voiced in the demand of the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers is strikingly emphasized in a letter written by a high 
official of a large machine manufacturing plant in Pennsylvania to a relative 
in Atlanta, in the course of which the writer says: 


In twenty years I have never seen such complete paralysis in the metal 
trades. and al! due. there can be no doubt, to the pernicious doctrines of the 
republican party, the robber tariff being the breeder of ills worse, if-possible, 
than the strangling of all business. If we don’t lick them out of their boots 
this time, it will be because the north is so wedded to the fetich and supersti- 
tion that the correct principles of a popular government like ours lie in poli- 
cies for the benefit of the few against the many. A most encouraging indica- 
ion of the growing strenath of Mr. Brvan is found in the growfng realization 
of the great statesmanship of the man. That he has grown in the minds of 
the people in recent years no one will deny. Apart from the wide difference 
in the essence of his party and that of Mr. Taft, it is clear that Mr. Bryan 
is a greater man than Mr. Taft. 3ut 1 think less of men than of Measures.

From all accounts there are a num- 
ber of people who are anxious to get 
rid of the Georgia prohibition tay. 

I am going to tell them how it miy 
be done. | 

The suggestion I have to make is ‘ou 
important to be blurted out breathie s 
ly. These are a few preliminary faris 
to be stated, and some sort of under- 
Standing to be provided before my 
“remedy” can be fuily presented 

First of all, it is absolutely essen- 
to get

Kentucky 
comes first, Pennsylvania second, and 
Maryland =_ third. in Kentucky the 
slump in the production of whisky, as 
compared with last year, averaged from 
57 to 79 per cent, since October 1, 1907 
Pennsylvania fared better with decreas- 
es from 7 to 37 per cent. In Mary- 
land the production fell off from 44 ‘o 
59.5 per cent. 

The decrease in sales for the same 
period is shown by the internal rev- 
enue figures of whisky withdrawn from 
bond to be put on the market. Up to 
November, 1907, everything was going 
well. In October of that year, there 
Was an increase of 78,216 gallons over 
that for the same month of the pre- 
vious vear. But since Mecember if, 
1907. when prohibition began to bulge. 
the record of every month shows a big 
stump. By March |}, of this year, it 
had reached one million, twenty-siz 
thousand and twenty gallons itm four 
unonths, 

This sudmits the case for the distil! - 
ers and brewers. It is a good Case. 
pause in indignation that any prohi- 
bitionist should be so fanatical as to 
deny these gentlemen of the distillery 
and brewery the just greund of their 
anxiety to get rid of prohibition.

I have an authentic list of the names of all 
revolutionary soldiers who were living in 
Georgia in 1840 and were receiving a pension 
for revolutionary services with the county in 
which each lived. If this list will be of any 
service to vou I will have a copy made and 
gend it to you. I had two other great-grand- 
fathers who were revolutionary soldiers and 
who died and were buried in Georgia, Colonel 
William Candler and Private Samuei Slaugh- 
ter. The former was buried in Columbia, now 
McDuffie county, in 1784, and the latter in 
Baldwin county. near Milledgeville, about the 
vear 1800, Dut I cannot locate the graves.
